Ike Slams Truman’s 
Tax Cut Proposal 


WASHINGTON (U P )-P resident 
Eisenhower expressed alo n g op 
position today to forme.* Presi­ 
dent Trum an’s proposals for an 
immediate five billion do'far tax 
cut and a lowering of federal 
interest rates to combat the re­ 
cession. 
In answer to a news conference 
question about Trum an’s propos­ 
als, the President said he doesn’t 
comment on anybody else’s rec­ 
ommendations. 
But he quickly 
added that when he becomes con­ 
vinced that a tax cut would ben­ 
efit the United States he would 
propose it to Congress. 
Tile President volunteered his 
opinion on Trum an’s recommend­ 
ation hat the interest on the fed­ 
eral debt be lowered to bring 
down interest rates generally. 
Truman made his recommenda­ 
tion Monday to the House Bank­ 
ing Committee. 
Truman said that lowering In­ 
terest rates would save the gov­ 
ernm ent two billion dollars a year 
and thus help f i n a n c e public 
works spending in an anti-reces­ 
sion program. 
But Eisenhower said the gov­ 
ernm ent would have to flood the 
country with money to keep the 
Everest rates low. That, he said,

WASHINGTON (UP) — 
Chief 
Counsel Robert F. 
Kennedy said the Senate 
Rackets Committee expects 
to reveal today “further evi­ 
dence of forgeries” in the 
records of a Philadelphia 
teamsters local. 
He said the alleged alterations 
and bogus signatures produced by 
committee investigators yesterday 
were “just the beginning” of the 
financial irregularities that will 
come to light. 
Before the current hearing Is 
over, he said, the committee will 
probe misuses of union funds in­ 
volving “ a considerable amount 
of money.” 
Kennedy said today’s witnesses 
would include some of the 127 
persons listed on a union docu­ 
ment as having shared in $25,000 
in payments by the local for vari­ 
ous services. Jam es Cl Catigan, 
an FBI forgery expert, said some 
of the figures on this list had been 
altered.
